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PREFACE

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
Wath-upon-Dearne  Urban  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Included  in  this  report  of  the  health  of  your  district  are 
details  of  the  County  Council  health  services  and  the  school 
health  services. 

The  natural  increase  in  population,  i.e.  excess  of  births 
over  deaths  was  53  in  1970.  The  Registrar  General  s  estimate 
of  the  population  was  15,270  which  was  a  decrease  of  80  on  the 
.  estimate  for  1969.  In  making  his  estimate,  the  Registrar 
General  takes  into  account  movement  of  population  from  area 
to  area. 

Two  hundred  and  forty-five  (245)  live  births  were 
registered,  124  males  and  121  females.  The  total  is  35  fewer 
than  for  the  year  1969.  Based  on  this  smaller  number  of  births 
and  a  falling  population  the  corrected  birth  rate  has  fallen  to 
14.9  from  17.0  in  1969.  It  is  still,  however,  higher  than  the 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  11.7. 

Twenty-four  of  the  245  live  births  were  illegitimate 
representing  ten  per  cent  of  the  total.  The  national 
illegitimacy  rate  is  eight  per  cent. 

3  still-births  were  recorded  and  the  still-birth  rate  per 
1,000  live  and  still-births  was  12.1;  England  and  Wales  13.0. 

The  deaths  of  eight  infants  under  1  year  of  age  were 
recorded;  3  of  these  were  associated  with  prematurity;  3  had 
congenital  defects  with  subsequent  infection  and  2  died  from 
other  infections.  The  infant  death  rate  was  32.7  per  1,000 
live  births  compared  with  a  rate  of  18.2  for  Enqland  and 
Wales. 

I  am  also  sorry  to  report  for  the  first  time  in  many  years 
the  death  of  a  mother  with  toxaemia  due  to  eclampsia  after  an 
apparently  normal  pregnancy.  The  baby  was  born  alive  and 
survived. 
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192  deaths,  112  males  and  80  females,  were  registered 
in  1970,  19  more  than  in  1969.  The  corrected  death  rate  was 
15.0  per  1,000  population  compared  with  a  rate  of  13.4  for  the 
previous  year.  The  major  causes  of  death  were  circulatory 
disease  (54);  respiratory  disease  (51);  cancer  (of  all  sites) 
(35);  cerebro-vascular  disease  (16). 


The  death  rate  for  respiratory  disease  3.08  per  1,000 
cf  the  population  is  one  of  the  highest  in  the  West  Riding  and 
is  nearly  twice  the  County  rate  of  1.69.  Deaths  from 
bronchitis  and  emphysema  totalled  23.  One  would  expect  a 
relatively  high  respiratory  death  rate  in  a  coal-mining 
community,  but  cigarette  smoking  and  atmospheric  pollution 
further  aggravate  the  condition.  It  is  up  to  the  individual  to 
give  up  cigarettes  and  the  Council  are  making  progress  with 
domestic  smoke  control  programmes,  some  898  acres  and  1,836 
premises  being  included  in  the  four  areas  declared  smokeless 
by  the  year  end.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  coke  ovens  at 
Manvers  Main  Colliery  give  rise  to  the  substantial  air 
pollution  and  the  Coal  Board  are  currently  spending  large  sums 
of  money  to  bring  the  plant  up-to-date  and  it  is  hoped,  reduce 
the  pollution. 

In  conclusion,  may  I  thank  the  Council,  Mr.  N.  H. 
Morton,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  his  staff,  and  my 
own  colleagues  and  staff  at  the  Divisional  Health  Office  for 
their  encouragement  and  support  throughout  the  year.

The  population  has  fallen  by  80  over  the  past  year,  but 
generally  has  been  static  over  the  last  ten  years. 

There  were  41  fewer  inhabited  houses  in  the  town  at  the 
end  of  1970  than  at  31st  December,  1969.  Fifty-nine  houses 
were  demolished  or  closed  during  the  year  and  18  new  houses 
provided,  all  by  private  enterprise.

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DIVISIONAL  VITAL  STATISTICS 


In  considering  the  statistics  discussed  in  the  following 
paragraphs,  it  should  be  remembered  that  the  rates  quoted  are 
based  on  relatively  small  numbers.  There  will  therefore  be 
fluctuations  in  these  rates  from  year  to  year,  but  it  is  of  value 
to  note  the  trend  of  the  differing  rates  over  a  period  of  years. 


Live  Births  : 

In  1970'  1,943  live  births  were  registered  which  was  29 
more  than  the  number  registered  in  1969.  The  birth  rate  of 
17.7  per  thousand  population  was  higher  than  the  rate  of  17.4 
for  the  previous  year.  The  birth  rate  in  the  Divisional  Area 
is  above  the  national  average  of  16.0  per  thousand  estimated 
population. 


170  illegitimate  live  births  were  registered,  representing 
9%  of  the  total.  In  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  8%  of 
all  births  were  illegitimate. 


Deaths  : 

The  death  rate  for  the  Divisional  Area  was  1 1 .6  per 
thousand  estimated  population  compared  with  11.2  in  1969. 
The  rate  for  the  West  Riding  Administrative  County  was  1 1.7, 
as  was  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole. 


Still  births  : 

38  stillbirths  were  registered  compared  with  26  in  1969. 
There  was  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  stillbirth  rate  from 
13.4  the  previous  year  to  19.2  in  1970.  The  stillbirth  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  was  13.0  per  thousand  live  and  stillbirths. 


Infant  Mortality  : 

50  infants  under  the  age  of  one  year  died  in  1970.  The 
infant  mortality  rate  was  25.7  per  thousand  live  births, 
compared  with  27.7  in  1969.  27  of  the  50  infants  which  died 

survived  less  than  one  week.  Prematurity  was  a  major  cause 
of  death,  and  26  of  these  babies  were  under  51bs.  8oz.  in  weight 
at  birth.  These  figures  are  disappointing  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  84%  of  all  deliveries  took  place  in  hospital.  The  infant 
mortality  rate  for  the  West  Riding  Administrative  County 
was  19.8,  and  for  England  and  Wales  18.2. 


Perinatal  Mortality  : 

The  perinatal  mortality  rate  relates  to  infants  dying 
under  one  week  of  age  and  all  stillbirths,  and  is  calculated  on  a 
basis  of  a  thousand  live  and  stillbirths.  This  rate  is  considered 
to  be  a  reliable  guide  as  to  the  standard  of  maternity  care  in 
the  area.  27  infants  died  in  the  first  week  of  life  and  there 
were  38  stillbirths.  The  perinatal  rate  was  therefore  32.8  per 
thousand  live  and  stillbirths  compared  with  32.6  in  1969.  The 
rates  for  the  West  Riding  Administrative  County  and  England 
and  Wales  for  1970  were  24.4  and  23.5  respectively. 


Tuberculosis : 

6  deaths  were  recorded  from  tuberculosis  of  the 
respiratory  system  and  1  death  from  other  forms  of  the  disease. 
The  death  rate  for  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  was  0.06  per 
thousand  of  the  estimated  population. 


Cancer  : 

222  deaths  were  registered  from  all  forms  of  cancer 
throughout  the  Division  in  1970.  This  total  is  22  more  than  in 
1969,  and  the  death  rate  per  thousand  estimated  population 
was  2.02  compared  with  1.85  the  previous  year. 

Deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  totalled  58  which  was 
12  more  than  the  total  for  1969.  49  of  these  deaths  occurred 

in  males.  The  lung  cancer  death  rate  for  the  area  was  0.53 
per  thousand  of  the  estimated  population,  and  compares  with  a 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  0.62. 

9  deaths  were  recorded  in  women  with  cancer  of  the 
uterus,  and  the  death  rate  of  0.08  compares  with  an 
Administrative  County  rate  of  0.09  per  thousand  population. 


Cerebrovascular  Diseases  : 

146  deaths  were  recorded  under  this  heading,  compared 
with  167  in  1969.  The  death  rate  of  1.33  is  lower  than  that 
for  the  West  Riding  Administrative  County  which  in  1970  was 
1.75  per  thousand  estimated  population. 


Heart  and  Circulatory  Diseases  : 

This  group  represents  the  most  common  cause  of  death 
and  includes  coronary  diseases  and  angina.  451  deaths  were 
registered,  corresponding  to  a  death  rate  of  4.11.  The 
Administrative  County  rate  was  4.44. 
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Diseases  of  the  Respiratory  System  : 

The  death  rate  for  diseases  of  the  respiratory  system  in 
this  Division  is  considerably  higher  than  that  for  the  County  as 
a  whole,  being  2.41  per  thousand  population  as  against  a 
County  rate  of  1.69.  In  all  there  were  264  deaths  making  this 
group  of  diseases  second  only  to  heart  and  circulatory  diseases 
as  the  main  cause  of  death.  Reference  to  the  following  table 
will  show  how  the  death  rate  has  steadily  risen  over  the  last 
six  years  :

113  of  the  264  deaths  were  due  to  bronchitis  and 
emphysema,  the  so-called  English  disease  which  is  due  to 
infection  and  inflammation  of  the  bronchi  with  resultant 
changes  in  the  lung  and  heart.  The  condition  is  aggravated 
by  cigarette  smoking,  atmospheric  pollution  and  sudden 
changes  in  air  temperature. 


The  effects  of  the  disease  can  be  limited  by  giving  up 
cigarettes,  adopting  a  clean  air  policy  which  the  councils  have 
very  wisely  extended,  and  by  providing  some  form  of  back¬ 
ground  heating  in  bedrooms. 


Maternal  Mortality  : 

For  the  second  successive  year  a  death  which  was 
associated  with  pregnancy  was  registered  in  the  area. 


The  circumstances  associated  with  this  death  were 
extremely  rare  and  could  not  reasonably  have  been  foreseen  or 
prevented.

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The  decline  in  the  number  of  expectant  mothers 
attending  Local  Authority  Ante-Natal  Clinics  has  continued 
in  1970.  However,  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  G.P's  using  Local  Health  Authority  premises  for  their  ante¬ 
natal  clinics,  and  the  domiciliary  midwives  have  been 
in  attendance.  The  number  of  domiciliary  deliveries  also 
continues  to  decline,  and  in  1970  only  16%  of  confinements 
took  place  at  home.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the 
percentage  of  women  attending  Local  Health  Authority  Ante¬ 
natal  Clinics  was  also  16%. 

Dr.  J.  C.  MacWilliam  continued  as  Medical  Officer  in 
charge  of  Ante-natal  Clinics  held  in  Conisbrough,  Denaby 
Main,  Goldthorpe,  Mexborough  and  Thurnscoe,  and  he  also 
holds  a  joint  appointment  of  Senior  Hospital  Medical  Officer 
at  the  Montagu  Hospital,  Mexborough.

Care  of  the  Unmarried  Mother  and  Child  : 

The  County  Council’s  Scheme  for  the  unmarried  mother 
and  her  child  provides  for  financial  responsibility  for  the 
maintenance  of  these  unmarried  mothers  to  be  accepted  by  the 
County  Council  provided  that  the  mothers  are  bona  fide  West 
Riding  residents.  Financial  assistance  covers  a  period  of 
thirteen  weeks  excluding  the  lying-in  period. 


The  success  of  the  scheme  in  this  area  depends  to  a 
great  extent  on  assistance  received  from  the  social  workers 
of  the  Moral  Welfare  Councils,  and  I  am  grateful  for  this  help.

Problem  Families  : 

The  Co-ordinating  Committee  of  which  the  Divisional 
Medical  Officer  is  Chairman,  consists  of  representatives  of  the 
Health,  Welfare,  Education  and  Children’s  Departments  of 
the  County  Council;  Housing  and  Public  Health  Inspectors 
Departments  of  the  District  Councils,  an  official  of  the 
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Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security,  Inspectors  of  the 
N.S.P.C.C.,  and  the  Welfare  Officer  of  the  National  Coal 
Board.  Frequent  informal  discussions  and  contacts  are  made 
with  these  representatives  regarding  individual  problem 
families,  particularly  families  where  the  County  Council  have  a 
rent  guarantee  in  operation. 

Twenty-one  families,  in  which  there  were  101  children, 
were  the  subject  of  rent  guarantees  in  1970  and  of  these,  16 
cases  were  still  under  rent  guarantee  and  supervision  at  the 
year  end. 

Of  the  16  current  cases,  one  case  has  been  subject  to 
rent  guarantee  since  1965,  but  there  are  at  the  moment  no 
arrears  of  rent  and  providing  the  present  satisfactory  progress 
continues  the  guarantee  can  be  withdrawn  at  the  next  review. 
3  cases  have  been  under  supervision  since  1967,  3  since  1968, 
2  commenced  in  1969  and  7  were  new  cases  in  1970. 

The  rent  guarantee  in  respect  of  four  families  was 
withdrawn  during  1970.  In  two  instances  rehabilitation  was 
not  successful.  A  satisfactory  conclusion  was  reached  in  cne 
of  the  two  remaining  cases,  the  fourth  family  left  the  area. 

In  another  case  a  decision  on  a  rent  guarantee  was  still 
the  subject  of  discussion  with  the  district  council. 


MIDWIFERY— SECTION  23 

17  fulltime  midwives  and  1  parttime  midwife  were 
employed  in  the  divisional  area  at  the  31st  December,  1970. 
Mrs.  M.  L.  Green,  employed  in  the  Denaby  Main  area, 
resigned  during  the  year  to  take  up  an  appointment  as 
midwifery  sister  at  the  Montagu  Hospital,  Mexborough.  Mrs. 
J.  Godfrey  left  the  midwifery  service  to  take  up  training  as  a 
health  visitor. 

The  number  of  hospital  deliveries  continued  to  increase 
during  1970,  and  consequently  it  was  not  necessary  to  fill  the 
vacancies  caused  by  the  departure  of  Mrs.  Green  and  Mrs. 
Godfrey.  Three  midwives  attended  refresher  courses  during 
1970  to  comply  with  Section  “G”  of  the  Rules  of  the  Central 
Midwives  Board. 

Eighty-four  per  cent  of  all  deliveries  took  place  in 
hospital  as  against  eighty-two  per  cent  in  1969.  A  total  of 
1,988  live  and  stillbirths  were  recorded  in  the  divisional  area, 
area. 
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General  practitioners  attended  57  of  the  320  home 
confinements,  and  midwives  sought  medical  aid  on  13 
occasions.  District  midwives  nursed  65  mothers  who  were 
confined  in  hospital  and  discharged  up  to  forty-eight  hours 
after  delivery.  A  further  487  mothers  discharged  from 
hospital  up  to  and  including  the  fifth  day,  and  307  discharged 
between  the  fifth  and  tenth  day  were  also  visited  by  district 
midwives. 


There  are  5  well-attended  relaxation  clinics  in  the 
Division,  and  regular  cervical  cytology  clinics  at  which 
midwives  attend.  In  addition  to  the  8  ante-natal  clinics  run 
by  the  Local  Health  Authority,  general  practitioners  held 
ante-natal  clinics  in  County  premises  at  which  the  district 
midwives  assist. 


HEALTH  VISITING— SECTION  24 

At  the  31st  December,  1970,  19  qualified  health  visitors 
and  5  assistants  to  health  visitors  were  employed  in  the 
Division.  3  of  the  health  visitors  undertook  duties  as  field¬ 
work  instructors.  There  were  3  appontments  of  qualified 
health  visitors  during  the  year,  whilst  1  assistant  health  vis.tor 
transferred  to  the  home  nursing  staff. 


3  of  the  staff  attended  post-graduate  refresher  courses 
held  at  Bristol  and  Reading  Universities,  3  attended  in-service 
training  courses  at  Grantley  Hall  and  2  of  the  staff  attended 
special  home  safety  conferences. 


The  Child  Welfare  Centre  at  Conisbrough  was  the 
venue  for  a  one-day  training  course  on  the  ascertainment  of 
deafness  in  young  children  at  which  32  health  visitors  from 
the  south  of  the  County  attended. 


4  trainee  health  visitors  from  the  Health  Visiting  Course 
at  the  Sheffield  Polytechnic  were  allocated  to  the  three  field- 
work  instructors  employed  in  the  Division. 


All  qualified  health  visitors  are  attached  to  one  or  more 
general  practices  or  group  of  general  practices,  and  this 
co-operation  between  the  two  branches  of  the  Health  Service 
has  proved  of  great  benefit  to  all.  A  similar  liaison  has  oeen 
in  operation  for  over  twenty  years  with  the  local  hospitals. 
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The  health  visitor’s  duties  include  Health  Education 
activities  and  her  work  in  this  sphere  takes  her  into  schools, 
mothers’  clubs,  church  meetings,  etc. 


There  are  4  mothers’  clubs  organised  by  health  visitors 
at  clinics  in  the  Division,  and  all  these  are  well  attended  and 
provide  a  varied  programme  of  activities. 


14,031  individual  families  were  visited  in  1970,  more 
than  half  of  which  were  to  mothers  with  infants  under  five 
years  of  age.  2,309  old  age  pensioners  were  also  visited.

HOME  NURSING— SECTION  25 

As  in  the  case  of  the  health  visitors,  all  home  nursing 
sisters  are  attached  to  general  practices  and  have  no  longer 
defined  districts.  In  areas  where  general  practitioners  hold 
their  surgeries  in  clinic  premises  treatment  can  be  arranged  at 
the  clinic,  and  during  1970  88  patients  were  so  treated. 

Home  nursing  sisters  attended  2,065  cases  in  their  own 
homes  and  the  18  wholetime  staff  made  56,522  visits  during 
the  year.  Of  these,  34,418  visits  were  made  to  1,099  patients 
over  sixty-five  years  of  age. 


Mrs.  M.  Herring  retired  from  the  service  in  December 
after  many  years  of  devoted  service  in  the  Dearne  area.  One 
nurse  left  the  Home  Nursing  Service  to  take  up  training  as  a 
health  visitor,  and  one  left  to  take  up  an  appointment  abroad. 
2  State  Enrolled  Nurses  were  appointed  during  the  year  and 
these  were  the  first  nurses  other  than  State  Registered  Nurses 
to  be  employed  on  the  district  in  this  area. 

3  nurses  attended  a  course  arranged  by  the  County 
Council  at  Grantley  Hall  Adult  College,  Ripon. 


The  pattern  of  work  has  gradually  changed  throughout 
the  years.  The  number  of  injections  has  decreased  but  more 
general  nursing  care  is  being  provided,  particularly  for  the 
elderly.  It  is  now  the  pattern  in  this  area  to  discharge  geriatric 
patients  after  a  short  period  in  hospital,  rather  than  keep  them 
for  long  periods  as  in  the  past,  it  is  therefore  essential  that 
there  should  be  good  liaison  between  hospitals,  the  Local 
Health  Authority  Services  and  the  general  practitioners  if  the 
geriatric  patient  is  to  receive  the  necessary  care  and  aftercare. 

2  student  district  nurses  were  trained  by  Mrs.  M. 
Brooks,  Home  Nursing  Sister  at  Thurnscoe,  during  the  year 
and  both  were  successful  in  their  final  examinations  for  the 
District  Nursing  Certificate.

The  administrative  arrangements  for  the  vaccination 
and  immunisation  of  all  children  born  on  or  after  1st  July ,  1 968 , 
are  now  controlled  by  computer  and  the  scheme  is  operating 
successfully.  28  of  the  46  family  doctors  practising  in  the 
Division  participate  in  the  scheme.

Miss  A.  D.  Willoughby,  Health  Visitor,  visits  the 
Montagu  Hospital,  Mexborough,  and  its  Annexe  at  Sandygate, 
Wath-upon-Dearne,  and  Fullerton  Hospital  each  week  on 
liaison  duties,  continuing  a  practice  started  in  1950.  Reports 
are  provided  for  the  hospital  staff  in  respect  of  home  circum¬ 
stances  both  for  patients  and  those  on  the  waiting  list  for 
admission.  Similarly,  arrangements  are  made  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  patient  after  discharge  from  hospital  such  as  the 
home  nursing  service,  home  help,  provision  of  home  nursing 
equipment  or  follow-up  by  the  health  visitor. 


Mrs.  O.  Smith,  Health  Visitor  at  Rawmarsh,  acts  in 
a  similar  capacity  for  the  three  Rotherham  hospitals,  and  Mrs.

The  Rotherham  and  Mexborough  Hospital  Management 
Committee  have  again  expressed  their  appreciation  of  the  work 
performed  by  the  County  health  visitors. 
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Tuberculosis  After-Care  : 

12  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  in  the  divisional 
area  during  1970,  and  60  contacts  of  these  cases  were 
ascertained  and  referred  to  the  Consultane  Chest  Physicians 
at  Mexborough  and  Rotherham.  As  far  as  is  known,  no 
infectious  cases  of  tuberculosis  are  in  employment  in  the  area. 


Children  with  strongly  positive  reactions  to  Heaf  testing 
in  connection  with  the  B.C.G.  vaccination  programmes  in 
school  are  all  referred  to  the  nearest  Chest  Clinic  for  further 
investigation.  In  1970  all  these  investigations  proved  negative. 


Miss  L.  Ferneyhough  continued  her  role  as  liaison 
health  visitor  at  the  Mexborough  Chest  Clinic.  She  maintains 
a  constant  check  on  the  attendance  of  contacts  at  the  Chest 
Clinic  and  notifies  the  appropriate  health  visitor  of  defaulters, 
enlisting  their  assistance  on  behalf  of  the  Chest  Physician  when 
any  problems  or  difficulties  arise. 


2,261  children  were  offered  B.C.G.  vaccination  and  of 
these  2,042  (90%~)  accepted.  Subsequently,  1,877  were  Heaf 
tested  of  which  1,582  had  negative  reactions  and  were 
vaccinated. 


74  contacts  of  known  cases  of  tuberculosis  were 
vaccinated  with  B.C.G.  by  the  chest  physicians  at  the  chest 
clinics.

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HEALTH  EDUCATION 


Health  Visiting  : 

The  health  visitors  have  devoted  a  great  deal  of  time 
to  Health  Education  activities  during  1970  and  had  the  extra 
support  provided  by  the  appointment  of  Dr.  E.  M.  Harvey, 
a  part-time  medical  officer  for  Health  Education  activities. 


Dr.  Harvey  visited  all  heads  of  schools  in  the  area  to 
discuss  ways  and  means  of  achieving  better  co-operation  be¬ 
tween  the  two  departments. 


Subsequently,  a  number  of  health  visitors  undertook 
periods  of  teaching  in  school,  particularly  in  the  secondary 
schools,  when  all  aspects  of  Health  Education  were  covered. 


At  Wath-upon-Dearne  Grammar  School  the  head¬ 
master,  Dr.  Harvey,  and  the  health  visitors  arranged  a  post 
O’  level  seminar  in  July  1970.  This  course  extended  over  a 
week  and  over  1,500  attendances  were  recorded.  We  were 
encouraged  to  organise  a  similar  course  during  the  year  1971. 
Three  of  the  senior  schools  arranged  similar  projects  on  a 
similar  scale. 


A  successful  home  safety  exhibition  was  held  at  the 
Child  Welfare  Centre,  Wath-upon-Dearne,  during  the  period 
11th  to  21st  May.  1,886  children  and  337  adults  attended  the 
exhibition. 


In  conjunction  with  the  Department  of  Further  Educa¬ 
tion  at  Wath-upon-Dearne,  classes  have  been  organised  for 
pre-school  play  group  leaders  and  their  helpers,  and  these 
proved  most  successful. 


DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE  —  SECTION  29 

1,719  cases  were  provided  with  domestic  help  and  the 
176  home  helps  employed  provided  a  total  of  173,656  hours 
of  assistance. 
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There  was  an  increase  of  75  in  the  number  of  cases 
assisted  compared  with  1969,  and  the  number  of  hours  home 
helps  were  employed  also  showed  an  increase  of  600.

Psychiatric  Club  : 

At  the  31st  December,  1970,  the  membership  of  the 
Club,  which  was  founded  in  1961,  was  80  and  an  average 
attendance  of  50  was  recorded  during  the  year. 

The  Club  provided  companionship,  occupational 
therapy  and  social  activities  for  those  who  had  been  mentally 
ill. 


During  the  summer  months  outings  were  arranged  and 
16  patients  were  taken  on  a  holiday  to  the  Rotary  Camp  at 
Castleton  in  Derbyshire. 

Additionally,  evening  sessions  at  which  dressmaking, 
millinery,  embroidery  and  physical  culture  are  taught  were 
arranged  in  conjunction  with  the  Rockingham  Institute  of 
Further  Education. 
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Training  Centre  : 

147  adults  and  children  were  in  attendance  at  the 
1  raining  Centre  for  the  Mentally  Handicapped,  Oak  Road, 
Wath-upon-Dearne,  at  the  end  of  1970. 

The  Centre  has  three  departments,  the  Junior  Wing, 
Adult  Wing  including  workshops,  and  the  Special  Care  Unit. 
A  modern  dining  room  and  kitchen  is  included  in  the  complex, 
and  1 1  staff,  including  a  Supervisor,  are  employed. 

Coaches  and  minibuses  are  hired  to  convey  trainees  to 
and  from  the  Centre  each  school  day. 

There  is  a  flourishing  parent-teacher  association  which 
holds  regular  meetings  throughout  the  year  and  raises  con¬ 
siderable  sums  of  money  for  the  benefit  of  the  trainees. 

Both  seniors  and  juniors  enjoyed  a  day’s  outing  at  the 
seaside,  and  the  County  Council  contributed  £40  towards  the 
expenditure.  The  balance  was  made  up  out  of  Centre  funds. 
Similarly,  a  grant  of  £10  is  provided  by  the  County  Council 
towards  the  cost  of  Christmas  festivities  at  the  Centre. 

The  County  Council  provides  the  materials  for  over 
two  hundred  different  contracts  and  the  Centre  trainees  make 
up  these  materials  under  supervision  to  County  Supplies  speci¬ 
fication.  The  completed  articles  are  despatched  in  batches  to 
the  County  Supplies  Department,  and  the  Training  Centre 
receives  the  appropriate  credit  for  all  work  completed.  Con¬ 
tracts  completed  during  the  year  included  clothes  horses,  work- 
holder  cases,  firewood,  table  tennis  bats,  work  aprons,  eneuresis 
alarm  pads,  playhouse  screens,  first  aid  cabinets,  timber  sheds, 
etc. 


SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE 

Two  full-time  school  medical  officers  were  employed  in 
the  school  health  service  during  1970,  and  their  services  were 
supplemented  by  the  employment  of  general  practitioners  on 
a  part-time  basis. 

In  accordance  with  agreed  County  policy  in  regard  to 
the  work  of  the  school  health  service,  the  former  pattern  of 
periodic  routine  examinations  of  certain  age  groups,  with  in¬ 
frequent  visits  to  the  schools  by  the  school  medical  officers,  was 
discontinued.  Instead  arrangements  were  made  for  the  doctors 
to  visit  each  school  at  least  once  a  term  so  that  discussion  can 
take  place  on  any  problems  as  they  arise. 
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The  medical  examination  of  a  child  at  school  entrance 
is  regarded  as  the  most  important  examination  in  its  school  life 
and  offers  the  opportunity  of  surveying  the  child’s  physical 
and  emotional  development.  As  far  as  possible  this  examin¬ 
ation  is  carried  out  prior  to  the  child’s  admission  to  school  and 
is  undertaken  at  the  clinic,  where  conditions  are  better  than  in 
the  school  itself. 

So  far  as  other  periodic  examinations  are  concerned 
these  are  discontinued,  and  instead  selective  examinations  are 
undertaken  at  2 — 3  yearly  intervals  throughout  school  life  ; 
the  children  selected  for  this  examination  being  those  where 
some  defect  has  been  noted  at  the  entrance  examination,  or 
children  referred  to  the  school  medical  officer  by  the  teaching 
staff. 


All  children  in  school  have  their  vision  checked 
annually,  and  an  assessment  of  colour  vision  is  made  not  later 
than  10 — 11  years  of  age.  At  approximately  6 — 7  years  of 
age  and  10 — 1 1  years  of  age  all  children  are  tested  for  hearing 
by  the  use  of  a  pure-tone  audiometer.

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  areas  of  the  District  in  which  building  development 
has  taken  place  are  all  provided  with  public  sewers  and  there 
are  only  six  dwellings  which  are  without  a  public  sewer  within 
a  reasonable  distance. 

Some  sewers  continued  to  function  unsatisfactorily 
during  periods  of  heavy  rain  and  to  flood  adjoining  premises 
with  sewage.  Overloading  of  sewers  arising  from  new 
building  development,  damage  to  sewers  by  mining  subsidence 
and  obstruction  of  sewers  by  mis-use  of  drainage  systems 
appear  to  be  possible  causes.  There  is  a  serious  public  health 
risk  when  basement  rooms  used  for  the  storage  of  food  for 
sale  are  flooded  with  sewage  contaminated  water. 

The  scheme  to  provide  new  sewage  treatment  works 
was  in  hand  during  the  year  and  should  be  completed  shortly. 


Caravan  Dwellers 

Visits  to  the  District  by  itinerant  caravan  dwellers 
who  are  engaged  in  the  collection  of  scrap  metal,  rags  and 
similar  waste  continued  during  the  year.  Complaints  were 
received  from  occupiers  of  premises  near  the  camping  places 
and  steps  were  taken  to  encourage  the  caravan  dwellers  to 
move  on  as  quickly  as  possible.  After  their  departure  the  usual 
steps  were  taken  to  clear  the  sites  of  rubbish  and  where 
possible  to  secure  the  restoration  of  fences  or  construction  of 
banks  to  prevent  further  use  as  camping  places.  The  period  of 
stay  varied  from  a  few  days  to  a  few  weeks. 
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Pest  Control 

Rodent  control  consisted  of  dealing  with  small  infest¬ 
ations  of  rats  and  mice  at  dwellings,  schools,  shops,  farms, 
factories,  refuse  tips,  sewage  works  etc.  An  employee  of  the 
Department,  who  has  received  training  in  rodent  control 
duties,  was  engaged  part-time  on  this  work. 

The  public  sewers  were  test  baited  to  ascertain  the 
extent  of  rat  infestation  and  this  was  followed  by  poison 
treatment  to  destroy  rats  in  infested  sewers. 

Efforts  were  continued  to  reduce  infestation  by  rats 
and  mice  by  encouraging  cleanliness  and  tidiness  in  all 
premises,  removal  of  lumber  and  rubbish,  elimination  of  places 
of  harbourage  and  cutting  off  food  supplies.

Other  pest  infestations  dealt  with  during  the  year 
included  infestation  of  premises  by  bed-bugs,  cockroaches, 
house  flies  and  ants.  Steps  were  taken  with  a  view  to 
removing  the  conditions  which  favoured  such  infestations, 
and  assistance  was  given  to  the  occupiers  to  eradicate  the 
insect  pests  concerned. 

Pet  Animals  Act 

Two  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  authorising 
the  keeping  of  a  pet  shop.  The  Licences  were  granted  subject 
to  specified  conditions  required  for  the  welfare  of  the  pets 
kept  for  sale. 
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Registration  of  Scrap  Metal  Dealers 

Eight  persons  were  registered  as  scrap  metal  dealers. 
Four  places  in  the  district  were  in  use  as  scrap  metal  stores. 
In  some  instances  applications  for  registration  were  received 
with  some  concern  by  the  Council  as  granting  the  applications 
might  be  construed  as  permission  to  use  premises  for  scrap 
storage.  Any  possible  increase  in  the  number  of  scrap  metal 
yards  operating  in  the  district  with  their  adverse  effects  on  the 
amenities  of  the  area,  explains  that  concern. 


Hairdressers  Premises 

21  hairdressers  and  the  premises  at  which  their 
business  is  carried  on  are  registered  with  the  Council  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  West  Riding  County 
Council  (General  Powers)  Act,  1951.  Occasional  visits  were 
made  to  check  the  condition  of  the  premises  and  standard  of 
hygiene  in  operation.

Air  Pollution 

Control  of  Pollution  from  Industrial  Premises 

The  industrial  premises  within  the  District  which  in 
total  give  rise  to  substantial  air  pollution  are  the  coke  oven 
and  chemical  works,  colliery  premises  including  coal  prep¬ 
aration  plant,  boiler  furnaces  and  locomotives  engaged  on 
wagon  shunting,  scrap  metal  and  metal  recovery  works  and 
glassworks. 

General  observation  of  smoke  emission  from  those 
premised  during  the  year  did  not  show  any  lessening  of 
pollution,  and  it  appears  that  air  pollution  from  the  scrap 
metal  and  metal  recovery  works  is  increasing. 
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The  coke  oven  and  chemical  works,  and  the  metal 
recovery  works  where  metal  is  recovered  by  burning  the 
insulation  from  scrap  cable  are  premises  which  are  subject  to 
control  under  the  Alkali  etc.  Works  Regulation  Act  and  the 
local  authority’s  powers  under  the  Clean  Air  Act,  and  the 
West  Riding  County  Council  (General  Powers)  Act,  1964, 
relating  to  emission  of  dark  smoke  from  industrial  premises, 
are  limited.  The  Council  are  not  without  powers  to  deal  with 
smoke  nuisances  and  efforts  to  reduce  air  pollution  from 
industrial  premises  are  maintained. 

At  the  Manvers  Coking  plant,  where  over  1,000,000 
tons  of  fuel  are  converted  annually,  plans  for  extensive 
alterations  are  now  in  hand. 

Many  of  the  ovens  on  the*  71  Battery’  are  approaching 
the  end  of  their  useful  life,  therefore  a  rebuilding  programme 
was  commenced  during  the  year.  This  will  add  a  further  26 
ovens  to  the  ‘66  Battery  ”,  which  are  of  more  modern  con¬ 
struction  and  when  this  comes  into  operation,  the  same  capacity 
on  the  "71  Battery  will  be  phased  out. 

Some  of  the  ovens  at  Manvers  were  built  in  the  early 
1950’s  before  the  advent  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  and  in  the 
ensuing  twenty  years  a  great  deal  of  experience  has  been 
gained  in  the  control  of  fume  emission.  Oven  charging 
technique  has  greatly  improved  and  a  comparatively  new 
system  is  being  put  into  operation  in  the  plant  extensions. 


Domestic  Smoke  Control 

Nos.  1, 2  and  3  Smoke  Control  Orders  were  in  operation 
during  the  year.  The  Orders  relate  to  a  total  of  823  acres 
and  1,443  premises. 

The  majority  of  the  occupants  of  dwellings  in  the  smoke 
control  area  appeared  to  be  increasingly  willing  to  co-operate 
in  the  efforts  to  obtain  a  cleaner  atmosphere,  but  observations 
of  domestic  chimneys  was  necessary  and  warnings  were 
required  in  a  few  cases  where  coal  was  being  used  as  fuel. 

On  the  1st  July,  Smoke  Control  Area  No.  4  consisting 
of  393  premises  and  covering  75  acres  came  into  operation, 
after  being  confirmed  by  the  Minister  on  the  27th  August,  1969. 
This  brings  the  total  area  under  smoke  control  to  898  acres, 
affecting  1,836  premises. 

fortunately,  the  difficulty  which  was  experienced  in 
obtaining  smokeless  fuel  last  ^Winter  did  not  occur  again, 
owing  to  the  mild  weather. 
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Measurement  of  Air  Pollution 

Measurement  of  the  degree  of  smoke  and  sulphur 
pollution  was  made  by  using  a  combined  daily  smoke  filter  and 
sulphur  dioxide  measuring  apparatus,  and  four  lead  dioxide 
gauges. 

The  average  sulphur  dioxide  pollution  at  each  of  the 
three  sites  at  which  lead  dioxide  gauges  are  located  is  given 
below  for  each  year  during  the  past  ten  years. 

The  lead  dioxide  gauge  situated  at  the  Farfield  Lane 
site  was  discontinued  in  October,  due  to  several  repeated 
instances  of  vandalism.

SECTION  “E” 

SERVICES  UNDER  THE  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955 

Slaughterhouses  and  Inspection  of  Meat 

One  licensed  slaughterhouse  was  in  operation  during 
the  year.  The  carcases  and  offal  of  all  the  animals  slaughtered 
there  were  inspected  in  accordance  with  the  Meat  Inspection 
Regulations.  An  inspection  of  and  report  on  the  slaughter¬ 
house  premises  were  made  prior  to  the  Council  s  decision  to 
renew  the  licence,  and  any  repairs  necessary  were  carried  out 
before  the  licence  was  issued. 

In  addition  to  the  inspection  of  carcases  and  offals  for 
the  purpose  of  ensuring  the  sale  of  meat  which  is  free  from 
disease,  inspections  of  the  slaughterhouse  premises  and  the 
slaughtering  operations  were  carried  out  particularly  with  a 
view  to  ensuring  hygienic  conditions  and  practices  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  production  of  meat  for  human  consumption. 
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In  connection  with  meat  inspection  duties,  co-operation 
continued  with  the  Veterinary  Department  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  in  efforts  to  eradicate  tuber¬ 
culosis  in  cattle,  and  any  suspected  tuberculosis  lesions  found 
on  post-mortem  examination  of  animals  in  the  slaughterhouse 
were  notified  to  that  Department.

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All  the  meat  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption 
was  stained  with  a  green  dye,  and  was  then  collected  by  an 
animal  by-products  manufacturer  for  removal  to  his  premises 
for  processing. 

The  approximate  weight  of  the  food  condemned  at  the 
slaughterhouse  was  2  tons  9  cwts.  20  lbs. 


Slaughter  of  Animals — Prevention  of  Cruelty 

Licences  were  issued  to  12  persons  during  the  year 
authorising  them  to  slaughter  or  stun  animals  in  a  slaughter¬ 
house.  The  licences  require  humane  methods  of  slaughter  to 
be  practised  using  a  captive  bolt  slaughtering  instrument. 
Only  3  of  the  licence  holders  are  actually  engaged  regularly  in 
slaughtering  operations  in  this  Council’s  area. 


Inspection  of  Other  Food 

The  undermentioned  foodstuffs  were  condemned  on 
inspection  at  foodshops.  The  food  was  surrendered  voluntarily 
by  the  owners  and  was  then  collected  by  the  refuse  collection 
department  and  buried  at  the  Council’s  refuse  tip.

14  persons  are  registered  with  the  Council  as  hawkers 
of  food  within  the  Urban  District  and  inspections  of  some  of 
the  vehicles  used  for  the  sale  of  food  were  carried  out  during 
the  year. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

A  regular  weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  was  main¬ 
tained  throughout  the  year.  The  employees  engaged  on  refuse 
collection  successfully  operated  a  bonus  system  so  as  to  ensure 
that,  in  spite  of  problems  arising  from  holidays  and  absence  of 
men  due  to  sickness  and  other  causes,  the  dustbins  have  been 
regularly  emptied  every  week. 

The  paper  sack  system  of  refuse  storage  continued 
throughout  the  year  for  184  houses  in  the  central  area  housing 
scheme  and  has  continued  to  prove  satisfactory  in  operation. 

The  collection  of  garden  refuse  continued  to  present 
problems  and  the  Council  has  fixed  a  standard  which  provided 
for  limited  quantities  of  light  garden  refuse  to  be  collected  free 
with  the  normal  refuse  collection  service,  with  provision  for 
larger  quantities  to  be  removed  by  special  arrangement  and  on 
payment  of  appropriate  charges. 

A  refuse  disposal  point  at  which  householders  can 
themselves  deposit  refuse  is  set  up  adjoining  the  highway  in 
Wet  Moor  Lane  at  the  Council’s  refuse  tip.  This  has  proved 
useful  and  should  reduce  indiscriminate  dumping  of  refuse. 
Regular  and  frequent  attention  is  required  to  keep  the  refuse 
disposal  point  tidy.  Fencing  and  notice  boards  have  been 
subjected  to  damage  by  vandals  and  continued  effort  is 
necessary  to  maintain  a  refuse  disposal  point  which  can  be 
satisfactorily  used  by  householders  wishing  to  dispose  of  their 
own  surplus  refuse. 

In  the  Summer,  a  bulk  refuse  container  system  of  refuse 
collection  was  introduced  into  service.  Bulk  refuse  containers 
werd  sold  to  various  tradespeople  in  the  town  who  had  large 
amounts  of  refuse  to  dispose  of.  Several  were  also  kept  in 
stock  by  the  Council,  to  be  hired  out  to  private  individuals  for 
weekly  periods,  to  provide  a  service  for  the  disposal  of 
building  rubble,  garden  refuse  and  other  suchlike  materials 
which  could  not  be  removed  by  the  normal  services.  A  charge 
of  £1  per  week  was  made  for  this  service,  and  with  plenty  of 
publicity,  the  service  was  well  used  throughout  the  remainder 
of  the  year. 

1  he  newest  Shelvoke  &  Drewry  Fore  and  Aft  tipping 
vehicle  was  adapted  for  the  lifting  of  these  bulk  refuse 
containers. 

It  was  also  discovered  that  a  large  number  of  builders, 
scrap  merchants  and  other  such  tradespeople  with  large 
amounts  of  refuse,  were  coming  in  from  outside  the  area  to 
tip  free  of  charge  on  the  Council’s  tip.  Needless  to  say,  this 
meant  that  tipping  space  was  being  used  much  more  quickly 
than  would  normally  be  the  case.  The  Council  decided  to  levy 
a  charge  of  37p  per  load  from  all  vehicles  using  the  tip,  in  a 
successful  attempt  to  discourage  the  practice. 
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In  accordance  with  Section  73  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936,  a  charge  of  5p  per  bin  per  week  was  levied  from 
all  tradespeople  enjoying  a  weekly  collection  of  trade  refuse, 
payment  being  made  twice  yearly  in  advance  of  collection. 
Upon  the  introduction  of  the  new  trade  refuse  charges,  the  old 
system  of  quarterly  charging  was  abolished. 

Removal  and  disposal  of  abandoned  motor  vehicles  is 
undertaken  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Civic 
Amenities  Act.  Where  possible  the  owners  of  unlicensed  old 
vehicles  are  traced  and  requested  to  remove  and  dispose  of  the 
vehicles  themselves.  Where  such  action  fails,  the  vehicles 
are  removed  to  a  local  scrap  yard  by  the  Council.  Exercising 
the  procedure  relating  to  abandoned  motor  vehicles  is  found 
to  be  very  time  consuming.  Owners  of  vehicles  could  save 
much  public  expense,  if,  at  the  end  of  a  vehicle’s  useful  life, 
they  would  arrange  for  it  to  be  removed  to  a  scrap  yard  whilst 
it  was  in  such  a  condition  that  it  could  be  driven  or  towed 
there  and  did  not  require  action  by  the  Council  and  the  use  of 
lifting  and  carrying  equipment  for  its  removal. 

With  the  introduction  of  smoke  control  areas,  there  has 
been  an  increasing  need  for  the  provision  of  suitable  arrange¬ 
ments  for  the  storage,  collection  and  disposal  of  soiled  pads 
and  dressings  in  cases  of  domiciliary  confinements  and  sickness. 
In  a  few  instances  refuse  sack  holders  have  been  loaned  and 
polythene  refuse  sacks  issued  with  a  once  or  twice  weekly 
collection  of  the  disposable  polythene  sack  and  contents.  A 
gas  fired  incinerator  is  installed  at  the  Council’s  depot  for  the 
incineration  of  the  materials  collected. 

Disposal  of  refuse  continued  during  the  year  by  tipping 
at  the  Council's  refuse  tip.  Mechanical  equipment  was  used 
to  control  the  tip.  The  burning  of  refuse  on  the  tip  is  not 
practised  and  steps  are  taken  in  co-operation  with  the  West 
Riding  Fire  Service  to  extinguish  any  fires  which  occur 
accidentally. 

No  fly  or  pest  troubles  of  any  consequence  were 
experienced  on  the  Council’s  tip  during  the  year. 

Domestic  chattels  discarded  by  one  person  may  be 
useful  to  another.  In  a  few  instances  useful  house  furnishings 
are  taken  into  store  instead  of  to  the  tip,  and  are  issued  for 
the  use  of  needy  families.
